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Heavy  sales  of  meat  animals  and  more  favorable  prices  for  most  crops  have  kept  cash  re- 
ceipts at  higher  levels  for  the  first  half  of  1944  than  during  the  same  period  in  1943,  but  the 
disparity  between  the  2  years  has  continually  lessened  and  receipts  for  July  1944  probably  will 
be  about  the  same  as  for  July  1943. 

Receipts  in  October  and   November  1944  might  not  reach  the   1943  record  levels  for  those 
months.    However,  with  average  crop  yields,  the  monthly  cash  receipts  from  marketings  for  J^e  'ast^ 
half  of    1944   probably  would  tend  to  follow  the  1942  and  1943  pattern  for  the  latter  part  of  the^ 
year.

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Marketings  of  chickens  and  broilers  increased,  but  egg  sales  dropped 
slightly.  Prices  advanced  a  trifle,  and  receipts  for  poultry  and  eggs  made 
more  than  the  ordinary  gain. 

The  preliminary  estimate  for  total  cash  receipts  for  the  first  5  months 
was  J  ,17s  million  dollars,  compared  \7ith  6,Ul5  million  dollars  for  the  same 
period  in  19^3*    Receipts  from  "both  crops  and  livestock  in  19^4-  v/ere  well 
ahove  the  comparable  19^3  levels.    Prices  were  higher  in  IQUU  for  nearly  all 
crops,  but  quantity  sold  T/as  generally  lovrer,  although  sales  of  a  few  crops 
such  as  grain  sorghums,  potatoes,   citrus  fruits,  and  a  few  truck  crops  showed 
substantial  gains.    Marketings  of  all  types  of  meat  animals  were  greater  than 
in  19^3 >  "^"^"t  prices  were  somev/hat  lower. 

Sales  of  milk,  both  at  v/holesale  and  at  retail,  were  greater  thar.  for 
last  year,  and  prices  y/ere  higher.    Although  marketings  of  buttez-'fat  were 
dovTn  rather  sharply,  receipts  from  all  dairy  products  showed  a  slight  gain. 

Summary 

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  United  States  for 
April  \7ere  6  percent  greater  than  for  the  same  month  in  19^3*    Receipts  from 
crops  rose  I5  percent  above  a  year  earlier,  while  receipts  from  livestoCc 
were  2  percent  greater.    Receipts  from  crops  varied  from  2  percent  above  19^3 
in  the  East  l^Torth  Central  region  to  22  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  region. 

Receipts  from  some  of  the  important  crops  in  the  East  ITorth  Central 
region  dropped  rather  sharply  in  comparison  r/ith  last  year.     Smaller  quantities 
of  all  feed  crops  except  hay  were  sold  in  nearly  all  States,  and  lower  prices 
in  most  sections  resulted  in  a  rather  shai^  drop  in  receipts  from  potatoes. 
Soybeans,  an  important  crop  in  this  region,  showed  only  a  slight  increase  in 
receipts,  although  prices  were  substantially  higher. 
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In  the  South  Atlantic  region,  higher  prices  accounted  for  most  of  the 
decided  increase  in  receipts  from  corn,  while  larger  sales  of  potatoes  more 
than  offset  the  reduction  in  price.     G-reater  .quantities  of  oranges  sold  in 
Florida  at  higher  prices  "brought  ahout  substantial  gains  in  receipts  from 
citrus  fruits* 

Receipts  from  crops  in  April  varied  from  3U  percent  helow  19^3  in 
Uew  Mexico,  v/here  receipts  from  dry  edible  "beans  and  cotton  fell  off  sharply, 
to  lOU  percent  above  last  year  in  Idaho,  v/here  sales  of  r/heat ,  potatoes,  and 
dry  edible  beans  showed  marked  gains  over  a  year  ago, 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  April  ranged  from 
10  percent  below  a  year  earlier  in  the  South  Central  region  to  11  percent 
above  I9U3  in  the  West  Korth  Central  region.     In  the  South  Central  region, 
receipts  from  cattle  were  dovm  sharply  as  receipts  from  that  source  dropped 
in  Texas  and  Oklahoma  and  receipts  from  eggs  declined, in  all  States. 

Receipts  from  hogs  were  especially  high  in  the  West  Uorth  Central  region 
and  all  States  showed  substantial  increases  in  receipts  from  milk. 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  h  months  varied  by  regions  only 
from  11  percent  above  19^3  in  the  East  iJorth  Central  region  to  20  percent 
above  last  year  in  the  South  Central  region.     In  the  East  North  Central  region 
receipts  from  oats  and  truck  crops  were  down,  and  receipts  from  corn  and  soy- 
beans were  only  slightly  above  19^3.     Substantial  increases  in  receipts  from 
tobacco,  cotton,  grain  sorghums,  and  citrus  fruits  accounted  for  most  of  the 
gain  in  the  South  Central  region. 

Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  period 
January  through  April  were  1  percent  below  19^3  in  the  South  Central  region, 
largely  because  of  a  very  sharp  drop  in  receipts  from  cattle  in  Texas  and 
some  decreases  in  receipts  from  eggs  in  nearly  all  States,    Receipts  from

IJorth  Atlantic  Region 


Cash  receipts  from  crop  marketings  in  the  Forth  Atlantic  region  for 
April  were  2  percent  higher  than  for  the  same  month  in  19^3.    Income  from  hay 
and  potatoes  made  substantial  gains  but  receipts  from  tobacco  and  truck  crops 
were  down  sharply.    Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  April  was 
2  percent  less  than  in  19^3.    Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  dovm  about 
16  percent,  while  income  from  dairy  products  gaine'd  only  slightly. 

Receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  k  m.onths  increased  I7  percent  over 
the  same  period  in  19^3,    Receipts  from  sales  of  hay  were  J>h  percent  greater 
than  last  year,  and  income  from  potatoes  wa.s  up  35  percent.    Receipts  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products'. for  the  period  January  through  April  were 
5  percent  above  the  same  k  months  last  year.    Income  from  dairy  products  was 
up  2  percent,  but  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  d.o\m  slightly. 

East  ITo rth  "Central  !Region 

In  the  iEast'  Horth  Central  region, 
cent  higher  in  April  than  in  April  19^3' 


cash  receipts  from  crops  were  2  per- 
Income  from  hay  was  up  in  all  States 
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and  showed  an  increase  of  5S  percent  for  the  region  as  a  whole.  Mostly  becausi 
of  a  drop  in  Illinois,  receipts  from  corn  were  11  percent  "below  a  year  earlier 
for  the  region.  Income  from  potatoes  was  "below  last  year  in  all  States  except 
Wisconsin,  for  the  region  as  a  whole,  and  showed  a  16  percent  reduction. 

Receipts  from  livestock  showed  only  a  1  percent  gain  over  April  19^3. 
Income  from  all  meat  animals  except  sheep  and  lamhs  showed  gains  in  nearly  all 
States.    Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  dropped  rather  sharply  throughout  the 
region,  while  receipts  from  dairy  products  showed  slight  increases  generally. 

Por  the  first  k  months,  cash  receipts  from  crops  increased  11  percent 
for  the  region,  compared  with  the  same  period  last  year.    Income  from  corn,  . 
soybeans,  and  potatoes  gained  somewhat,  "but  receipts  from  oats  and  truck  crops 
were  down.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  period 
January  through  April  were  5  percent  greater  than  in  19^3»    Receipts  from 
poultry  and  eggs  were  down. 

West  North  Central  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  the  West  North  Central  region  during  April 
were  19  percent  higher  than  for  the  same  month  last  year.    Large  gains  were 
made  in  North  Dakota  from  nearly  all  crops.    Income  from  wheat,  feed  grains, 
oil-beaxing  crops  and  vegetables  made  substantial  gains  for  the  region  as  a 
whole.    Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  April  was  11  percent 
above  April  19^3*  States  showed  gains  in  receipts  from  meat  animals. 

Income  from  hogs  was  especially  high.    Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  off 
about  15  percent  as  compared  with  last  year,  and  income  from  dairy  products 
was  do\m  slightly.  J| 

Receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  k  months  were  IB  percent  above  last 
year.    Large  gains  were  made  by  feed  crops,  oil-bearing  crops  and  vegetables. 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  period  January  through 
April  were  22  percent  above  19^3*    Hogs  made  large  gains  in  all  States.  Cash 
income  from  butterfat  and  from  eggs  was  down  for  the  region  as  a  whole. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Cash  income  from  crops  for  the  South  Atlantic  region  in  April  was  22 
percent  greater  than  for  the  same  month  in  19^3*    Income  ranged  from  9  percent 
below  last  year  in  Delaware  to  6I  percent  above  I9U3  in  West  Virginia. 
Receipts  from  corn  a.nd  cotton  were  especially  high.    Income  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  was  down  7  percent,  in  relation  to  April  19^3*  Receipts 
from  meat  animals  were  up  substantially  in  all  States  except  West  Virginia  aJid 
South  Carolina,  but  income  from  poultry  and  eggs  was  do\7n  sharply, 

For  the  first  h  months,  cash  receipts  from  crops  were  I3  percent  greater 
than  for  the  same  period  in  19^3'     income  from  corn,  cotton,  tobacco,  and 
potatoes  made  significajit  gains.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  prod- 
ucts were  12  percent  above  19^3.  as  income  from  hogs,  chickens,  and  milk  rose 
sharply. 
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South  Central  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  for  the  South  Central  Region  in  April  v;ere  1^1 
percent  ahove  the  same  month  last  year.     Income  from  grain  sorghums,  eggs,  and 
sweetpotatoes  was  especially  high.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  pro- 
ducts were  10  percent  helow  19^3.     Receipts  from  meat  animals  and  poultry  and 
eggs  dropped  substantially,  v;hile  income  from  dairy  products  increased  some- 
what. 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  k  months  rose  20  percent  ahove 
the  same  period  in  19^3,     Income  from  grain  sorghums  increased  markedly  in 
Texas,  and  receipts  from  hay,  wheat,  and  potatoes  rose  sharply  for  the  region. 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  1  percent  "below  the  first 
k  months  in  19^3.     Income  from  hogs,  poultry  and  eggs  increased  significantly, 
while  receipts  from  cattle,  eggs,  and  hutterfat  decreased  suhstantially. 

Western  Region. 

Receipts  from  crops  in  the  Western  Region  for  April  rose  20  percent 
ahove  last  ^''ear.     Income  ranged  from  3^  percent  helow  19^3  in  New  Mexico  to 
lOk  percent  ahove  in  Idaho.    Especially  large  gains  were  made  hy  v;heat,  "barley, 
potatoes,  oranges,  and  apples,  x^rhile  income  from  corn  and  truck  crops  dropped. 
Substantial  increases  v/ere  made  in  California  by  feed  crops  and  citrus  fruits. 
Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  the  region  as  a  whole  increased 
7  percent  over  April  19^3.     Income  from  hogs  and  milk  v/as  up  in  nearly  all 
States,  while  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  fell  off  quite  generally, 

For  the  first  k  months,  cash  receipts  from  crops  were  15  percent  greater 
than  for  the  same  period  in  19^3.     Income  from  \iheat,  bai'ley,  hay,  potatoes, 
and  fruit  rose  sharply,  v/hile  receipts  from  corn  and  truck  crops  were  dovm. 
Substantial  increases  in  receipts  from  cattle,  hogs,  and  milk  accounted  for  a 
large  part  of  the  11  percent  increase  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products.     Receipts  from  broilers,  eggs,  and  butterfat  fell  off  noticeably. 

Cash  Receipts  and  Value  of  Home  Consumption 

Cash  receipts  and  value  of  home  consumption  are  shown  both  by  com- 
modities and  by  States  in  tables  ^  to  S  in  this  report.     These  tables  bring 
up  to  date  the  data  published  in  tables  2  to  5  in  the  I9U2  Gross  and  Net  Farm 
Income  Report  released  in  June  19^3. 

The  information  presented  in  this  issue  is  the  same  type  of  data  as 
appear  in  the  report  entitled  "Cash  Farm  Income,  Government  payments,  and 
Value  of  Products  Consumed  on  Farms,  by  States,  I92U-U1,  and  United  States 
1910-^1"  v/hich  was  released  in  July  19^2.  This  issue  of  the  Farm  Income 
Situation  together  vjith  the  Cash  Farm  Income  report  just  referred  to,  form 
a  continuous  series  of  data  by  States  on  cash  income  from  farm  marketings, 
Government  payments,  and  value  of  home  consumption  f rom  192^  to  19^3.
